Kingdom, 02 in any other place, under Mo- 
narchical Government ; being ſo derogato:y 
to His Maircſties Authozity and Royal Digne- 
ty,and ſo contrary fo the honour, freedom and 
gravity of Pariltaments, to ali fozmer Pza- 
ctiſes, and to the rules of ccnumon Juſtice: 
every man, even theſe of greateſt merit, be- 
ing thereby rendzed unſecure of their honcur, 
eſtates, liberties and itvis ; His Marius Df- 
ficers of State and thoſe of neareſt relation to 
Him, being expoſed toinfamy and ruine, to be, 
by colour of Þis Authozity without Þ1s tnow- 


| ledge, fozn from Him ;. and His Royal Pzero- 


gative, in the chotſe of Hts Counceliozs and 
Servants aſſerted 1n this pzeſent Parliament, 
violated and made contemptible , and all His 
Maicities good Dubjects made iyable to cen- 
ſures, without being accuſed, beard, oz legally 
condemned. Jn regard of all which, Our 
Soveraign Lozd, with conſent, and by the ſpe- 
clal advice of His Eſtates in Paritament, Doth 
hereby Reſcind and Annull two Acts, palt in 
the laſt Seſston of this Paritament, on the 
ninth of September,one thouſand ſir hundzed and 
ixty two ; the one Entituled, Act appointing the 
manner of voting by Bullets , and the other Entt- 
fuled, Ac concerning perſons to be excepted from 
publickTruſt,togerher with the Clauſes relating there- 
tointhe Act of Indempaity and inthe AR of Fines ;

Likeas, Dur Soveraign 
L02d,to evidenceHts juſt diſlike of ſo perntctons 
a courſe, Doth,with advice andconſent fozeſatd, 
Dilcharge all voting by Btllets fo the future, 

And fozaſmuch, as the Þaritament, in obe- 
dience fo His Maicſiies commands, dtd tranſmit 
to His Maicſty,the oziginal Depoſittons of thoſe 
who were examined, concerning this whole by- 
ſiacſs, to the end He might declare Hts further 
pieaſuce; His Maieſty Declares, That having 
taien all that relates tothe buſineſs of Billet- 
ing info ſerious conſideration,He will,in conve- 
nient time, make known Hts further pleaſure 
therein, 
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
